Fattening Hogs
A correspondent of the GGermantown
Telegraph has the following to say in
reference to the best method of fatten-
ing hogs: *I must now hasten to give
‘some of my own experience with the
hogs. I used tokaeg them in my
;om.:l.ger days to furnish meat for my
amily and to sell to get a little spare
cash. The kind with small bones, small
ears, and short noses, that with good
keeping at a year old would make
about 325 pounds of k, was m
favorite, (The first one 1 ever fatten
weighed 260 pounds at eight months
old.) Milk and potatoes are the best
b for young pigs, after weaning, to
make them thrive; they also relish a
few grains of corn at this time, as well
as a squirrel does a few nuts as they
grow along. In the season for it the
should be supplied daily with frenﬁ
green weeds or young clover ; a few
geen corn-stalks are also to feed
em in their season, and slops and
the refuse of the kitchen with a little
meal are also d. With this food

uﬁ should be fed liberally but not too

iting, and kept
along in a thrifty condition
two months before killing time, during
which they should be fed liberally with
more conggntrated and fattening food.
Boiled pumpkins, thickened while hot
with corn meal, are excellent food for
them, so are also boiled sweet apples
thickened with meal, and so is scalded
meal alone, and some think for some
days previons toslanghtering time they
should be fed with corn and pure
cold water, that it makes their meat
harder and sweeter. Reared and fat-
tened as above directed, their meat will
be sweet and wholesome for those that
labor in out-door occupations, especi-
nll{ in the colder parts of the year, and
will do for those that love it to cook
with beans, green peas, and other
vegetables in the summer season,
though I should myself much prefer as
a substitute a piece of ripe stall-fed
beef that was sweet and nicely kept in
a pickle made of salt and brown sugar,
with just a very little nip of saltpetre
to e the meat tender.

:Evening Exercise tor Yarded Fowls.

During the summer, when fowls must
po shut up on account of their scatter-
ing propensities, much of the ill effects
of their imprisonment may be avoided
if thev are let out for a short period at
evering.

While out they may be watched, al-
though there is but little danger of
their going into the garden, and they
will find enough on the grass plots to
keep them busy.

Indeed, it is surprising how benefi-
cial this time of exerciseis. Thefowls,
knowing that they are to have a chance
to get out, are much more quiet during
the day, and if regularity in letting
them ont and shutting them up be ob-
served, they will return to their roots
without trouble.

It is possible, also, that an hour at
evening is nearly as good as a whole
day, so far as the health of the flock is
concerned ; forif there is any special
article of diet needed, they will hunt
all the more diligently. It is for this
reason that they will prefer the grass to
the plowed lau({

By such an arrangement as this,
large flocks can be kept in good condi-
tion, although shut up through the
year,

How to Use a Spade.

The man who can handle a spade
Fmpgﬂy does not find it very hard or

aborious work. He first lets the spade
fall of its own weight down to the spot
where the spadeful is to be taken up,
taking care that the breadth of the sur-
face ground is not more than four inch-
es ; then he draws back the spade a lit-
tle, which takes off much of the fric-
tion of the descending blade, One good
thrust of the spade with the foot then
sends the blade down its full depth. A
backward pressure makes a lever of the
bandle and heel of the spade, and a
dextroms turn of the wrist sends the
spadeful upside down just where it is
wanted. There is no raking or “sput-
tering” ueeded to make the ground
level. A slight tap with the corner of
the spade makes the work as regular
and plane as if laid off with an instru-
ment,

Preparing Rennets,

The best way for preparing rennets is
to steep in whey. ‘:Fhe whey should be
raised to the boiling heat, when the al-
buminous matter will rise, and may be
skimmed off. Whey, when petrified,
will in a short time develop acidity;
and then is regarded as altogether the
best liquid for stec(i)ingp rennet that has
yet been discovered. The whey should
not be allowed to get sour and decom-
posed before heating and skimming,
but should be taken sweet from the
curds, and purified as above described.
Salt may be added to the whey when
ready for the rennets, and these should
be rubbed out and set to steep in the
same manner as when water is used for
?'eeflng mmstead of whey.—Rural New
orker,

The Age of the Earth,

The new method of ascertaining the
age of the earth, which is a present
topic in German scientifie circles, at-
tempts to determine approximately the
time at which the fiery liquid earthball

for the first time covered itself with a
crust. This is done by means of the
difference of the longest and the shorest
diameter of the earth, According to
the calculations of Newton and Huy-
gens this would be in 1578, if the rota-
tion of the earth had always been com-
leted in twenty-four hours, while, in
act, it amounts to 1298, which is equiv-
alent to a rotation time of seventeen
hours and sixteen minutes, which must
have once been the time of the earth’s
rotation. It is, however, probable, for
reasons which need not be gone into,
that at the time the earth was covering
itself with a firm crust the time of rota-
tion was also a mean between the origi-
nal and the present time, That a re-
tardation of
ken and is still taking place is now as
as proved, although formerly it
was stiongly doubted. Of all heavenly
bodies it 18 the moon whom astronomers
know best, and have most exactly calcu-
lated from her movements. Now, the
co-efficients of the secular acceleration
of the moon's course, as found on the
one hand from the oldest observations
of eclipses, on the other from the
theory, are at variance, and there are
differences which ought not to exist in
the calculations of so well observed a
body. Agreement can only be obtained
when it 1s sugﬁosed that during the
1,000 years which have passed since the
Greeks first calcnlated the eclipses, the
rotation of the earth has been retarded
0.01197 seconds. There exists no diffi-
culty about the causee of this retarda-
tion, which is perfectly well explained
by the tides. From the cipher thus
found, it is easily calculated how much
time will be required to cause a retarda-
tion of nearly four hours, and the re-
sult is that since the firm crust of the
earth formed itself, more than 2,000,-
000,000 of years must have elapsed,

The Panic Passing Away.

Some ot the Causes Which Produced It,
and the Duties That Will Follow Tt.
The best simile we can find fo de-

seribe the week of panic in Wall street,

says a New York paper, is thgt of a sim-
ple conflagration. Indeed, it would be
almost a8 easy to make a map of the
burned district as it was of Chicago
or Boston or Baltimore, A few streets
in the neighborhood of Wall and Broad
included all that there was of real
financial danger or sctual financial dis-

aster. A few daring and speculative
brokers, and fewer unsound banks and
trust companies, yielded to the flames

for which they had provided the com-
bustibles, but beyond these no business
interest suffered, and trade generally
was unaffected, Even the failure of
Henry Clews & Co., and Howes & Macy,
added little to the excitement, and it
seemed apparent on every hand that
the panic was slowly dying away. In
the end it will scarcely be ed as
a disaster—certainly not a national dis-
aster, The great lesson of the panic is,
that while it caused fear and alarm al-
most eveﬁwhare, it was in reality con-
fined to those who created 1t, and it is
apparent at last that Wall street may
be convulsed to its very foundations

Y | without involving anythin{ beyond it.

Hereafter the bulls and of the
street may tear each other to pieces
and they will only be regarded by solid
business men as s0 many marionettes
playing their puppet parts for the
amusement of people who delight in
witnessing the curious effects produced
by cleverly managed machinery.

The panic came almost without fore-
warning, but it was the result of causes
long in sctive operation. The war had
left us a legacy of shams and false
growths. Though it is more than eight

ears since, we were not yet free from
the fatal poison of war speculations and
the loose notions of business and busi-
ness integrity with which the people
were innoculated. And other things
grew out of the war equally hurtful
with this constitutional disease. It gave
us an~inflated currency, which enticed
men into speculations, certain at some
time to create a stringency for them.
Overtrading, consequent upon the war
spirit of speculation, depleted the
country of its gold and made a return
to specie payments impolitie, if not im-
possible. atered stocks became a
common species of fraud and rendered
shares comparatively worthless, while
their values were unsettled and uncer-
tain,

The reckless management of trust
companies and savings banks was in
keeping with the daring spirit of specu-
lation which has just caused the bank-
ers in Wall street who sowed the wind

to reap the whirlwind, The comstant
recurrence of defalcations by men hold-
ing the moet sacred fiduciary rela-
tions to the people and the government,
and the deadening moral tone among
classes of society,
about the crash which well nigh in-
volved the country in ruin, It isa re-
markable circumstance that financial
houses antedating the war have fallen
because of the evils generated by the
war. They caught the infection, and,
though they seemed to fatten cn the
poison, they were swept away by the
e in the end. The results have
been fearful, but theg bring with them
a promise of purer health and sweeter
strength in the future,

It would be easy to prophesy that so
many concentric circles of evil, all tend-
ing to destruction, would, sooner or
later, bring terrible punishment; but
it was not so easy to foresec that among
so much of the evil there should be
even more of good. The commercial
and industrial interests of the country
are sound and secure. The national
credit is firm and unshaken, Gold is
as stable as in ordinary times. All these
are healthful signs—especially health-
ful when Wall street is convulsed with-
out convulsing anything beyond it. It
was althost a tradition that when the
street is sick the country is also sick.
Now, however, it is astonished that it
lacked the power to disseminate disease.
The failures which followed each other
in such rapid succession were only 80
many pebbles thrown into the pool,
which had no effect except to make rip-
ples on the surface, No inflation of
the currency was needed beyond the
wants of a few speculators. The United
States Treasury gave them greenbacks
for bonds and refused them everything
else; but even here the speculators
were unfortunate, for those who most
needed the greenbacks did not have the
bonds. Nothing was left to them ex-
cept to gojto the wall, aud in going they
have go far hurt nobody outside of the
whirlpool of speculation. 'The great
